Travers told council members 
water rates must be raised to cover 
costs and described three proposals: 


— Rates could be reaised 17 per 
cent immediately. 


— Rate increase could be delayed 
until December when water usage 
drops and an increase ‘“‘wouldn’t 
hurt so much.”’ The delay until 
December would require a 25 per 
cent increase. 


— The rate structure could be 
changed to provide a ‘‘readiness to 
serve’’ charge (installation and 
meter fee) and a charge for all 
water delivered. 


Travers said the staff 


recommends rates be restructured 
which would allow residents ‘‘better 
potential control” over water bills 
and discourage people from feeting 
water is ‘‘free.”’ Presently residents 
pay $2 per month and receives 500 
cubic feet of water without ad- 
ditional charge. 


Council members noted the 
complexity of the water problem 
and said the three alternatives will 
be considered at future council 
meetings. 


Raising dog license fees to match 
other local cities also will be 
considered in the future. At the 
urging of Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas the city will first attempt to 
raise the necessary revenue by 
ensuring that all dogs are licensed.

The first California Highway 
Patrol officer to arrive on the scene 
of the accident took a mental count 
of the overturned cars, the ‘‘bodies”’ 
scattered on the freeway and 
smiled. He could afford to. 

He went back to his car and called 
in the disaster over the radio, then 
said something about observing 
radio silence throughout the course 
of the rescue operation. 


After all, the disaster was only a 
mock-up. The bodies on the freeway, 
in the overturned cars and in the 
school bus were actually explorer 
scouts with fake wounds and fake 
blood. This was a dry run. 

The real thing came later that 
afternoon. 

The mock disaster took place at 1 
p.m. June 16: All agencies involved 
had been notified ahead of time. 
Highway patrolmen, firemen from 


the Foothill Fire District, the 
Ontario Fire Department and the 
Central Valley Fire Department, 
deputies from the West End Sheriffs 
Department and the many other 
agencies involved had been briefed 
ahead of time and knew that a mock 
disaster was coming but did not 
know the location or specifics of the 
accident. 

They had been warned to observe 
radio silence once the ‘‘rescue’’ had 
gotten under way so that if a real 
accident shouid occur ‘here would 
be no confusion over the ai’. 

That accident came just as the 
last of the ‘victims’ of the mock 
disaster were being brought in and 
treated. 

At 3:19 p.m. a 28-year-old Ontario 
man reportedly ran a red light at the 
intersection of Mission Boulevard 
and Archibald Avenue. The result: 
three cars crashed, 13 people 
injured and one person dead at the 
scene. 

Police and firemen who had just 
completed the mock disaster drill 
rushed to the scene. Perhaps they 
were better prepared for it by the 
drill. They had been through the 
same thing earlier in the day with a 
chance to think things through. 

Northern California officers 
responding to a call on a similar but 
real accident on May 21 were not so

fortunate. On that day 28 students 
from the Yiba City High School 
were killed when their bus went 
over a guard rail and fell 30 feet. 

The Devore drill was not based on 
that accident.

Sixty-eight explorer scouts from 
the West End volunteered as 
victims of a ‘‘crash” in which a 
north-bound school bus collided with 
a car just north of the Foothill 
Boulevard interchange on the 
unopened section of Interstate 15.

The Town Crier 


To help citizens of Upland better anderstand their 
city’s responsibilities and to get answers on city 
government, John Shoemaker, Upland community 
relations coordinator, is bringing City Hall to the people 
through the courtesy of the Upland News.

QUESTION: I hear the sound of a small machine in the 
streets early in the morning. Can you tell me what is 
going on? K.H. 

ANSWER: The sound is from our Street Department’s 
paint crew. The paint crew is starting work earlier than 
usual and working until the peak of the traffic rush hour, 
taking their break at that time, and then working until 
their eight-hour work day is finished. This method of 
scheduling has proven to be quite successful — not only 
production wise but also safety wise. This method also 
reduces the time that these men have to spend doing 
strenuous work in the hours during the painting in the 
summer months when the heat and smog are most 
extreme. 


QUESTION: I understand that a sewer will be put in 
somewhere on 14th Street within the near future. Is this 
correct? R.M. 

ANSWER: Yes. The sewer project on 14th Street 
between Euclid Avenue and San Antonio Avenue began 
June 21. This project will provide adjustments in the 
sewer collection system to better utilize the system in 
handling future flow. 


QUESTION: Can you tell us the duties of the central 
services director? M.S. 

ANSWER: Upland’s central services director is I.C. 
Harold Terry. Under general direction he plans, 
organizes, staffs, directs, coordinates and prepares and 
administers the budget for the functions of centralized 
purchasing, duplicating services, equipment 
maintenance, central stores, and mail processing;

in originating plans to respond to future needs; directs or 
conducts special studies related to activities of the 
department and submits recommendations on projects 
an programs to the city manager, establishes policies, 
procedures and guidelines to be observed by employes 
and conducts in-service training; reviews orders for 
major projects, sets priorities and establishes work 
schedules; coordinates activities of the department with 
those of other city department and works with 
department heads and the city manager in promoting the 
improvement of city services; resolves citizen 
complaints or problems concerning activities of the 
department which cannot be handled by subordinates, 
represents the deparfment at a variety of meetings 
where the subject affects or is of concern to the depart- 
ment; processes purchase orders, prepares 
specifications-on supplies and services, solicits bids and 
quotations, evaluates suppliers and bids and makes 
recommendations on purchases.

Dear Anita, 

As owner/operator of a 
major chain, I have been in- 
terested in integrating 
women into non - traditional 
positions and have had little 
success. Can you offer any 
suggestions? 

L.S.J., Monterey 


Dear L.S.J., 

Recruitment for non- 
traditional jobs is a difficult 
task. Certainly help wanted 
ads alone are not the route 
to recruitment. Active 
recruitment through 
college placement offices, 
women’s organizations, 
centers, and community 
organizations proves to be 
more effective. Many of 
these organizations main- 
tain a talent bank of 
qualified individuals 
throughout the state. 

Salary can be a 
motivating factor in 
recruitment. Since it is 
necessary for a large 
percentage of women to 
work, your non - traditional 
jobs should offer economic 
appeal as well as access to 
training when necessary. 
The major factor is that 
monetary value should be 
associated with a position 
without regard to whether 
it’s in a ‘‘man’s”’ field. The 
Equal Pay Act requires that 
jobs that demand equal 
skills and responsibilities 
must provide equal wages, 
compensation and benefits. 

Managers do not have to 
be sold on the idea of hiring 
women for ‘“‘men’s’’ jobs. 
Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 prohibits an 
employer from dis- 
criminating when hiring on 
the basis of sex. Let your 
managers know you will 
hold them accountable if 
they are not making a 
genuine recruitment effort. 

With drive and commit- 
ment on behalf of 
employers such as yourself, 
access to non-traditional 
jobs and better salaries for 
women will become a reali- 
ty.

Also, legislators appreciate 
hearing from citizens 
regarding legislation they 
are proposing or con- 
sidering. 

There are several ways 
information about legisla- 
tion can be obtained. Single 
copies of bills, which con- 
tain the wording as it will 
appear in California law if 
passed and a short analysis 
of the proposed law are 
available free of charge 
from: State of California, 
Legislative Bill Room, 
Sacramento, CA 95814. Be 
sure to include the bill 
number. Additional copies 
are available at a nominal 
cost. 

Bills may also be ob- 
tained from the legislator 
who has authored the bill. 
Legislators often maintain 
mailing lists of people in- 
terested in particular bills 
and notify them of com- 
mittee hearing dates. Send 
a short note expressing your 
interest and ask to be put on 
the bill's mailing list. 


Another way to obtain in- 
formation about a bill is 
from your elected represen- 
tative in either the Senate 
or Assembly. You can con- 
tact your legislator’s dis- 
trict office in your com- 
munity or the legislator’s 
office in Sacramento to re- 
quest a copy of the bill. 


If you wish to notify a 


bill’s author or your } 
legislator about how you § 
feel about a bill, write a 

short note stating the bill } 
number, whether you sup- § 
port or oppose the bill and, § 


briefly, why. Telling 


legislators of your position § 


on bills is an essential part 
of the legislative process. 
Without such citizen input 
the process does not work 
effectively.
